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CUBA'S FIRST ELECTION. 


The first Cuban presidential 
elec- 


tion took place Tuesday, and without 
the returns, which will be delayed for 
some days, it is safe to assume that 
Mr. Palma will be chosen president 
by the electors, who will meet Febru- 
ary 24 and vote directly for president 
and vice president. 


At Tuesdays election not only were 


presidential electors chosen, but mem- 
bers of the house of representatives. 
governors of the various states an I 
members of the provincial councils, 
or, as we would say, state legislatures. 
The Cuban senate will be composed of 
lour Senators from each of the sis: 
provinces, chosen in a. different way 
from that in force in this country ia 
electing Feederal senators. Senatorial 
electors are chosen in Cuba as well as 
presidential electors. They will meet 
in their provincial capitals, with the 
provincial councilmen or legislatures, 
on February 24, and elect lour sena- 
tors from each province. 


Therefore by February 24, or soon 


thereafter, the Cuban people will ha-e 
their republic in full operation, wita 
president, vice president, senate and 
house of representatives and judicial 
officers. 
The result of the election of 


president will be certified to the mili- 
tary governor of Cuba, who will com- 
municate it to the Cuban congress 
The term of the president of Cuba is 
four years, and the constitution pro- 
hibits him from holding the office for 
three consecutive terms.
